Hospital, Palampur, Kangra dis- 
trict, Punjab, India, delivered a

He spoke of tne work of 
the missionaries in that far away 
country, and spoke of efforts to es- 
tablish a hospital with forty beds, 
the only one in his district which 
includes a population. of six million 
souls, nearly as many as the whole 
of Canada.

It cost fifty: dollars for a 
bed for a year, a%d many beds had 
already been promised for the hos- 
pital with which he was connected.

For 
the last twelve or thirteen years 
she has been the boundary-rider of 
the British Empire. The other day 
she returned quietly to Southamp- 
ton after a voyage of about 27,000 
miles, occupying between four and 
five months. 

During that time an aggregate of 
nearly 5,000 British soldiers sojourn-

ed for periods, more or less_ brief, | 


within ber roomy hull. At no time 
did her floating’ population ever num- 
ber fewer. than 1,00 to 1,300 souls. 
The health of the army is well look- 
ed after ‘today ; this last voyage of 
the Soudan alone exemplifies that. 
With the exception of the wife of 
her semor medical oflicer, who died 
from the effects of an illness con- 
tracted hefore her embarkation, the 
ship has not had a single case of 
serious illness or death to record 
throughout her long and = arduous 
voyage. What an object lesson in 
the Imperialism of the British Em- 
pire must. a voyage of this kind in 
an Imperial “‘trooper’’ be to Thomas 
Atkins. It is something tc think of, 
this great yearly changing ‘of the 
Empire’s guard, and that with a 
regularity and orderliness not to be 
surpassed by the familiar one that 
takes place daily in the palace yard 
of St. James. 

Many months before the ship starts 
is the prozramme of reliefs made 
out, the plans for ‘‘relieving the 
guard’’ at those far-flung posts’ of 
the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas. Such-ard-such a regiment will 
relieve such-and-such a regiment on 
such-and-such a date, which means 
that the Soudan must be at a cer- 
tain port on a certain day, almost 
at a certain hour, ready to disemr 
bark the relieving battalion, and all 
its begrage, impedimenta, etc., err 
bark the ‘‘relieved’’ cne and steam 
away for the next post before the 
day is done, ‘ 

OUR FAR-FLUNG EMPIRE. 

The list of the posts themselves is 
interesting. First, thcse in the Medi- 
terranecan—Gibraltar’ and Malta; 
then through the sweltering Red Sea 
heat to Ceylon; and then through 
the narrow winding Straits of 
Malacca to picturesque Singapore. 
On goes the ship, up the typhoon- 
haunted Seas to far Hong-kcng, and 
yet still further on to the, remote 
Pechili Gulf. There she turns and

The retail mail order houses,

They bind industry with their film 
as a fly is bound with a spider’s web. 
They sow a crop of discord, and the 
harvesters reap thisties instead of 
dollars. 

Mail order buying builds up the 
large cities at the expense of the 
smaller cities and towns. Isvery 
dollar used in this way by the resi- 
dents of a community takes a dol- 
lar out of circulation at home «and 
puts it into circulation many miles 
away.

In some instances tho lower prices 
quoted by the mailorder houses are 
the result ef violated contracts: and 
chicanery, which kave no place in 
ari honest merchant's business. 


ADEPTS IN THE ART. 


' The mail crder houses are adepts 
in the art. and science of preparing 
interesting and readable catalogues. 


If read . critically the skill with 
which-plausible sentences are put 
together and words made to say 


what they, really do nct is apparent. 

When a purchaser goes to his re- 
tailer he can examine what he wish- 
es. tc. jouy. He can look it over care- 
fully, test it, and if he wishes re 
ceive a guarantee from the merchant 
that the article is satisfactory. The 
guarantee is good because the retail- 
er intends to remain in business 
among his friends and he cannot 
alfcrd ta deceive. 


SUBSTITUTE GOODS 
AS ORIGINAL 


The catalogue houses, however, 
may cffer to replace unsatisfactory 
goods, but there is the annoyance of 
writing letters, packing the goods 
fcund not satisfactory and shipping 
them back and waiting for the new 
shipment. 

And there is the chance that the 
substitute goods will prove to be 
no more satisfactory than the origi. 
nal, and all the trouble will have 
to be experienced again. 

When the consumer learns that it 


is not only edsier, but much more 
satisfactory, to buy of .the’ home 
merchant than of the catalogue 


house, then the latter will have a 
much more stony path to travel than 
today, and it is becoming more 
rough with the passing of cach day 
because the consumer is becoming 
educated to its ways and methods ot 
husiress. 
CASH VERSUS 
CREDIT BUSINESS. 
All that has been said iis predicat- 


ed on the theory that the farmer 
wants to do a cash business. He 
can do no other kind” of business 


with the mail order houses. 

Ary man who accepts common de- 
cency as a Standard will tell him 
that he has no right to send his 
eash to the big cities and ask for 
credit at the small local store. 

That is not business. While such a 
practice is not forbidden by statute 
law, it is nevertheless immoral, un- 
just, mean. No fair minded man 
would have the consummate impu- 
dence ‘to attempt a fence of such 
conduct. 

ENTITLED TO CASH BUSINESS. 


If the local dealer is good enough 
to deserve the credit trade of his 
community he is entitled to the cagh 
business as well. If he is not honest 
enough to entitle hins to the patron- 
age of the cash customer he will 
take advantage of the credit cus- 
tomor. \ 

But if you deal honestly and fairly 
with him by giving him both your 
cash and credit trade, the chances 
ate that he will deal fairly by you. 


PARNER HEAR

Gunman Gives Himself Up 


Frank Walters, a farmer near 
Coronation, is lying at the pcint of 
death at Coronation with a bullet 
hole in his left temple and the bul- 
let still inside his skull, while Erie 
Person, also a farmer of the sanie 
district, is in custody of the mount- 
ed police, as the result of a qtarre) 
which occurred in the bush where 
the men were cutting logs on Mlarch 
4th, and which ended by Person 
drawing a revolver and firing three 
shets at Walters’ head. 

The stcry of the affair as told in 
the report of the mounted police re- 
ceived at Hdmonton office yesterday 
is briefly as follows :. 

On the afternoon of March 4th 
Walters and a man namel_ Henry 
Brunes went together to the place 
in the bush where the farmers in 
that district were cutting logs. Wal- 
ters suspected that someone was 
stealing his logs and took Brunes 
along to see if it were so. They ar- 
rived at the logging patch and saw 
Ix. Person and a'!man named Ander- 
son loading logs on a sleigh. They 
examined the load and found two of 
Walters’ logs in it. Walters then ac- 
cused Person of stealing his logs and 
refused to let him depart until he 
unloaded the two logs. Persons at- 
tempted to drive away, but Walters 
held the horses. 

The quarrel became more bitter 
and Person drew a revolver and aimr 
ed it at Walters’ head. Walters 
had a stick in his hand and sprang 
at Person to knock the — revolver 
from his hand. Person, it. is alleged, 
fired three times, the last bullet. 
hitting Walters on the left temple 
and he fell to the ground. As Walters 
fell to the ground, Person said, ‘My 
God, T have killed him.” 

Person then went away and Brunes 
carried Walters to his home. 

The next day Person gave hinsclf 
up to the police, saying that he had 
killed Walters. He was taken into 
custody, and on March 6th, he was 
brought before B. J. Beach and T. H. 
MacFelridge, two justices of the 
peace, and committed fer trial on the 
evidence of Brunes.

INTERESTING MEMORIES 


A Link With the Past Destroyed at 
Prince Albert 


A fire at Prince Albert, Sask., which 
recalls many interesting memories, 
started in the wreck of the old steam- 
er ‘‘Marquis” and consumed most of 
it before being extinguished. Surely 
no vessel ever rendered greater or 
more varied service. In 1882 she en- 
tered the fleet of the North West 
Navigation Co., along with the “Manl- 
toba” and “Northwest.” The line at 
that time consisted of the “Northcote” 
and the “Lily.” After making regular 
trips from Grand Rapids to Edmonton 
until 1884, the “Marquis” sailed up 
the South Saskatchewan river with 
troops for the rebellion, and at Ba- 
toche succeeded in running the block- 
ade. When the railway lines came 
and the surrounding country caught 
the spirit of rapid development all 
the boats were considered too slow, 
even for freight, and so one by one 
they disappeared. The “Marquis” 
was pulled up at Prince Albert on 
the south bank of the river at a point 
near the Hudson Bay Co.'s reserve. 
After her heavier timbers had been 
removed a homesteader took enough 
material for a shack, and a ferryman 
supplied himself with a new ferry. 
All that remains is about fifty feet 
of battered hull.

CONCESSIONS TO ULSTER. 


Mr. Asquith has made concessions 
to Ulster which may modify the feel- 
ing of unrest which pervades the 
British nation over the7Home Rule 


Bill, but the UTster peopfe are still 
firm and ask for the privilege of 
complete exclusion from the oper- 


ations of Home Rule. 

The proposal of Premier Asquith 
means, in a nutshell, exclusion of the 
counties of North-east Ulster from 
the operation of Home Rule for six 
years, with the option given these 
counties at the expiration of that 
period of entering the Irish system 
or of continuing their separate exis- 
tence. 

Ulster includes nine counties. 

Four are overwhelmingly Protes- 
tant. 

Five are overwhelmingly Catholic. 

In all Ulster :— 

Protestants number ......... 886,333 
Catholics ............ Ns ivets Sessss 690,134 

The following table gives the num- 
erical strength of the religious bodies 
in the four morth-eastern counties 
which might be expected to vote .for 
exclusion.

Sneering Allusion to Loyal 
Canadians by a Liberal Ex- 
Minister.

Hen. Rodolphe Lemieux, who was 
Postmaster-General in the Laurier 
Cabinet, has placed the Liberal par- 
ty in the anti-British class, and op- 
posed to alli ideas of Imperialism. 

Speaking in the [House the other 
day on Hindu immigration, he made 
the following extraordinary state- 
ment, with a sneer on his lips: 

“It is well known that in Canada 
the only loyal pecple, or to speak 
according to the new Imperialistic 
dictionary, the only are 
the jingoes.”’

“Long before the Laurier Gcvern- 
ment went out of power in Canada 
or the reciprocity issue, two years 
agc, the Conservative Opposition 
had made charges of scandal] jn con- 
rection with the building of tho 
Naticnal Transcontinental Railway, 
which was designed to be the east- 


ern. s¢ction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific. The Liberals, controlling all 
the avenues cf investigation, cor- 


tented themselves with flat denials, 
and pointed to the result of the last 
general election, when the voters of 
the Dominion returned their party 
to power in response to the appeal, 
“Let Laurier finish his work,’ the 


‘work being the completion of rail- 


way and canal projects. One of the 
first things undertaken by the Borden 
ministry alter the Liberals had been 
thrown out was the appointment of 
an investigating commission, to 
which was confided the task of look- 
ing into the methods adopted in 
building the Transcontinental line 
from Winnipeg, in Manitoba, ea t- 
ward to Moncton, in New  Bruns- 
wick, where it ccnverges with the 
Goverrment’s own Intercolonial sys- 
tem. This commission has reported 
that at least $40,000,000 was wasted 
under the Laurier administration in 
the building of the road. 

‘Allowing for any political motive 
the Commission may have had_ in 
desiring to make impossible the early 
return of the Liberals to power, 
there can be no doubt that the in- 
vestigetion has uncovered scandals of 
astounding magnitude. The sub-let- 
ting cf contracts is shown to have 
netted a clique of contractors as 
much as $9.000,000 without a stroke 
of actual constructive work being 
credited to their account. It 1s 
estimated that the 1,300 miles of 
track, for the building of which the 
governmert is responsible, aad which 
it planned to lease to the Grand 
Trunk: Pacific as a link in the route 
between the Maritime Provinces and 
Prince Rupert, in British Columbia, 
cannot be finished for less than 
$161,000,000, exclusive of interest ; 
althcugh the cost, as originally fig- 
ured under the Laurier regime, was 
only $61,000,000. No wonder the 
whole Dominicn is reported to be 
‘deeply stirred’ by the revelations of 
the commission. 

“We do not yet know just how far 
the scandal affects members of the 
Laurier administration ; if it affects 
them at all; but it surely must 
result in the crippling of the Liberal 
party as an aggressive opposition. 
Of course, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
against whom personally no scardal 
is alleged, and whose reccrd in office 
has been free from any sordid taint, 
will not want for defenders, who will 
point to the, overthrow of the Con- 
servative ministry under Sir John 
Alexander Macdonald in 1874, on 
apparently well-founded charges of 
of transcontinental railway construc- 
corruption in relation to the pledge 
tion which had induced British Col- 
umbia to enter into Confederation. 
That pledge was the inception — of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, which, 
however, was rot begun until Sit 
John was returned to office after the 
fall of the Mackenzie ministry, in 
1878, and which was completed, 
withcut waste and without scandal, 
largely cwing to the genius and 
courage of the late Lord Strathcona 
and his cousin, lord Mount Stephen. 
The tu quoque plea will not avail 
the Liberals much in the present 
crisis. Ancient history is nc defence 
for contemporary wrong-doing, and 
the Liberals must, in this case, 
suffer the penilty of diseredit and 
distrust imposed by the people. 

“But of more importance than the 
fate of the Liberal party is the fut- 
ure of the National Transcontinental. 
It is freely predicted that the line 
will remain a white elephant on the 
Government's hands, the Grand 
Trunk Pacifie refusing to take it 
over because of engineering defects 
due to crooked contracting. We are 
inclined to regard these predic¢tions 
as pure pessimism. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific, if it is to  con.pete 
effectively with the Canadian Pacifie 
will require an ocean-to-ocean route 


entirely under its own control, and 
this can be obtained only by exe 
cuting a lease with the Domirion 
Government for the operation of the 
Naticnal Transcontinental. Probably

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Descendants of Animals Abandoned 
During Cariboo Gold Rush 


More than three thousand wild hor. 
ses, in herds of from 30 to 100, are 
roaming over the hills and valleys in 
the interior of British Columbla, ac- 
cording to a report brought to Edmon- 
ton by James Bradley, after an, ex- 
tended exploration tour of the coast 
province. 

“Indians and white prospectors and 
pack train freighters value these un- 
tamed animals more than the high 
bred horses,” said Mr. Bradley. “They 
are the progeny of horses turned loose 
on the trail by discouraged or dying 
men during the famous gold rush in 
the Carlboo country. Thousands of 
the veriest ‘tenderfeet’ stampeded to 
the new flelds in the early '60’s. Most 
of them. were incompetent, .and, in 
fact, utterly helpless in that wild 
country, and the horses either broke 
away or were abandoned when the 
fortune-hunters gave up the long trail. 

“The horses made their feeding 
grounds in the vicinity of Barkerville 
for several years afterward and their 
offspring wandered northward as the 
bands inceased. They meke trails on 
the mountains and timbered country 
much after the fashion of buffalo in 
the early days and deer at present. 

“The Indians and freighters, work- 
ing in the timbered districts, catch 
them with snares, such as are used 
for lynx.. In most cases the animals 
are easily broken and they are better 
for the rough country than high grado 
horses on account of their stamina 
and sureness of foot on the mountain 
tralls, We lost horses from our train 
from time to time and replaced them 
with wild animals,” 


DIAMONDS FROM THE SKY 


Theory That the Precious Stones Are 
Not of Volcanio Origin 


Sclentific authorities are inclining 
to the belief that all diamonds came 
to the earth in meteoric showers. Tho 
theory is the diamond fell to the earth 
as meteoric particles at a late period 
of the earth’s formation. Localities 
where diamonds are found contain 
masses which have penetrated the 
earth’s formation.

der than metallic {jron, Hoe examined 
the speciment chemically and soon 
announced that the meteorite con- 
tained black and transparent dia- 
monds. 

Again, it is claimed, that it. 1s pos- 
sible that the socalled “wvolcanic 
pipes” at the Kimberley diamond 
mines and elsewhere are not volcanic, 
but “simply holes bored in the solid 
earth, by the monstrous meteors, the 
larger masses boring the holes, while 
the smaller masses, disintegrating in 
their fall, distributed diamonds 
broadcast.” 


MEASURING HAY IN STAGK 


For obtaining the number of tons 
of hay in a stack, the first step is 
to measure tlie width and length with 
a tape line. and then what is known 
as the overthrow, that is, pass a tape 
Une from the bottom of the stack on 
one side over to the bottom on the 
other side, end divide this measur¢ 
ment which is called the overthrow 
by three, then multiply the length bs 
the width, and this by one-third ct 
the overtkrow—this gives you the 
number of cubic feet in the stack. O! 
course, if the stack is different widths 
or different heights you will have to 
take the measurements’ in several 
places and obtain the average of these 
by adding them together and dividing 
by the number of measurements made 

The number of cubic feet of hay 
per ton varies considerably with the 
length of time that it has been stacked 
With newly stacked hay it will take 
about 500 cubic feet to equal a ton. 
If it has been stacked for two to threz 
months from 350 to 400 cubic feet 
will equal a ton. After you have ol+ 
tained the number of cubic feet in 
the stack, divide by the number of 
cubic feet in a ton taking into con- 
sideration the length of time thet the 
bay kus been stacked. 


JUDGE WILLING TO PLEASE 


Protesting Prisoner Escaped With 

Light Sentence After He Had Put 

Up an Argument. ' 

Judges were very considerate in 
the old days. Lord Brampton, in his 
“Reminiscences,” relates a story il- 
lustrating this: 

Baron Martin, a famous English jur- 
ist of the old school, whose native le- 
niency and sense of fun often placed 
him at tho mercy of the very men he 
was trying, was once about to sen- 
tence an old offender charged with a 
petty theft. 

“Look,” said the baron, with an as- 
sumption of severity; “I”hardly know 
what to do, but you can take six 
months.” 

“T can't take that, my lord; it’s 
too much,” said the prisoner, respect- 
fully but firmly. “I can't take it. 
Your lordship sees I didn't steal very 
much, after all.” 

The baron indulged in one of his 
low, chuckling laughs before reply- 


ing: 

“Well, that’s very true; ye didn't 
steal much,” he said. “Well, then. 
ye can take four months. Will that 


do—four months?” 

“Nay, my lord, but I can't take thet, 
sither,”’ was tie reply.

The methods of diverting the ;mon- 
ey were numerous. The most com- 
mon was by padded pay-rolls. Upor 
the pay lists of the canal during th 
last five years appear the names o! 
grocers, lawyers, liverymen, hotel 
keepers, photographers, telephon 
emyployces, and even two bank man 
agers, all’ classed as laborers anc 
paid regularly from Ottawa. They 
were never in the employ of the gov 
ernment and the monsy that wa: 
ostensibly paid to them went else- 
where. 


NO OFFICE SYSTEM USED. 

Mr. Ferguson states that in at- 
tempting tc widen the field of in- 
quiry, he fourd almost insurmount- 
able difficulties due to the fact that 
until the present acecuntant took 
altice, there was no office system in 
existence, practically no pretence 
made of scrutinizing accounts, time 
slips, or pay sheets. No proper cash 
account and a woeful lack of records 
ef any kind in connection with the 
business of the office. 


DECEPTION AND DISHONESTY.

NO ATTEMPT AT 
SUPERINTENDING. 


So far as superinterding the canal 
and safeguarding the public is con- 
cerned, it is amply proved that there 
has been no serious attempt to do 
so. McLellan seems to have engaged 
himself largely with. matters of 
political patronage ard _ pleasure 
secking Jaunts at the public expense 
and the bills for liquor and, other 
refreshments and meals on the Bessie 
Butler eloqaently testify tc his popu- 
larity as ar entertainer. 


NONE SINCE 1911. 


The evidence shows that these en- 
tertainments have ceased since the 
fall cf 1911, the last bill for liquor 
and cigars to regale the guests of 
the superintendent aboard-the Bessie 
Butler being paid in 1911. The 
grocers’ and confectioners* accounts 
have ceased since that date. The 
carnival of corrupt padding of the 
pay sheets came to an end. But so 
far as control and management is 
concerned there is no improvement 
and cannot be under the present in- 
cumbent.”’ 


PAID ACCOUNTS 
FROM PAY-ROLL. 


Examples are then given of the de- 
ception which was continually prac- 
ticed on the government, and which 
are declared to be characteristic of 
the methods which were followed. 
Grocers, hcetel-keepers, Jiverymen, 
florists and men in other lines of 
business had their acecunts paid by 
being put on the time sheet as lab- 
orers. 


$1,200 FOR A CARETAKER. 


The case is cited of William Hew- 
itt, who was caretaker of some 
small dams at Hawke Lake.

$1,200 a year to maintain him alone.

j Principal’s Report 

The enrollment for the wvata of 
February was 500, daily peesent, 
457.5; average of percentares, &.

On the 1st of April the classes in 
St. Luke’s Hall will be transferred 
to the old school building. By the 
time school opens noxt Sevtember 
new seats should be secured as ike 
ones in use'at present: are not suited 
to the grade of pupils using them 
and they are so old'that they should 
not be used only in emergency as 
hey are used at present. 

The advice from McDonald Collego 
s that vegetables should be planted 
in our school garden the first vear 
except in afew specially prepared 
plots, on account of;the condition of 
the ground. 

During the month of February I 
had the privilege of visiting Medicine 
Hat schools accompanied by Mr. Hay 
Superintendent of Schools. In that 
city small schools for the lowe 


———a 


grades are built away from the cen 
ter of the city, and for the higher 
grades larger schools more centrally 
‘located as the pupils these 
grades are better able to travel the 
longer distance. In school work, I 
am satisfied that the work done in 
our schools is fully equal to the work 
done there. There are about 650 
teachers and one superintendent who 
devotes his whole time to supervis- 
ing vet it seemed, that the work was 
entirely too much in order to _ see 
that the best cesults were obtained 
from the efforts of the teachers. 

In Calgary, I accompanied Dr. 
Scott on a visit to one of the large 
schools. It contained 12 rooms and 
all the different grades of the public 
school course. There the work was in 
my oPinion fully as good as the 
work dome in ours. A zreat deal of 
attention is given to supervising — 
supervisors of singing, writing, draw 
mg, hand work, &c. Teachers recoive 
instruction as to how these subjects 
should be taught, and the supervis- 
ovs visit the different rooms during 
the day and assist teachers where it 
may be necessary. The high auality 
of the work there, I believe, is due 
to the careful supervising. In Red 
Deer schools, the provisions made b~ 
the Board for the pupils under pro 
per supervision should produce  re- 
sults superior to that of anv of tho 
schools visited. In those schools the 
pupils have to provide their own 
scribblers, pencils and pens, and in 
Many cases itis most difficult fr 
the teachers to get the pupils to 
buy any of these and the quality is 
usually excecdingly poor. Here these 
are provided by the Board and are 
of the best quality so that with 
and by teachers accepting only the 
equally good methods of teaching 
best efforts of the pupils the work 
done in our schools should be — su- 
perior to that done in anv of the 
schools I have visited amd until it 
is so neither the Board nor the teach- 
ers should be satisfied. 

L found also that in grades V, VI, 
VII, VIII, at Calgary during each 
week, a period of two and one half 
hours was spent inleither Mechanic 
Science or Domestic Science, two 
por ods of one half ‘hour each in phv- 
sical training, and two half hour 
Periods in singing (this is done here) 
yet tho ages of the pupils were a- 
bout the same as ours. This shows 
that time can be devoted to those 
subjects without interforing with tho 
progress of the pupils in their regu- 
lar school work. In other words, 
that for a considerable portion _ of 
the time our pupils in Grades V, VI, 
VII, ‘and VIIT, are so tired mentally 
in their work that they are making 
little or no progress.

Believes Free Food Would be Agalnst 
Farmers’ |and Consumers’ 
Interests 

-“How is the Eastern farmer to fare 
if the new cry for the abolition of the 
Canadian duties on all kinds of food 
should prevail?” enquires the , Weekly 
Sun, “When reciprocity was advo 
cated in 1911 it was maintained that, 
notwithstanding our duties on his 
various products, the Canadian far- 
mer got less for them in the home 
market than he would get if they were 
admitted free to the United States. 
‘This was the cardinal plea for reci- 
procity. st now it is asserted in 
effect that, speaxing generally, the 
cost of livirg is higher on this side 
if the line than on the other, and 
they would repeal the Canadian duties 
on food of eveyy sort in order to 
afford relief to the artisan and other 
wage-earners, It is obvious, however, 
that if they reduced the home price 
of food they would damage the far. 
And how could On. 
tarlo supply fruits, canned goods, 
meats and lairy produce to the West 
if those commodities were allowed in 
free from the neighboring States? 
The orator who addresses himself to 
this subject employs a variety of 
sophistical arguments that puzzle the 
audience and probably himself as well. 
“Everyone knows that, in the face 
of the existing Canadian duties, the 
West is imnrorting increasing quan- 
tities of butter, pork, pou'try, vege- 
tables, raw fruit, canned fruit and 
canned meats from the States. The 
American producer’ has tne advan- 
tage of geography ovor the. producer 
in Old Canada as well as in most 
cases of climate; in addition to which 
his canneries and packing houses do 
a far larger business than ours, and 
as a rule turn out cheaper goods for 
that reason. it is not necessary to 
labor the point that if our duties were 
removed the co-operrtive movement 
outlined by the Sun would come to 
grief.’” \ 
The attitude of such a well known 
farm paper should cause every Can: 
adian to consider carefully where he 
stands on this important question. It 
should always be borne in mind that 
it Is much easier to tear down than 
build up. Once we take our food 
duties off and allow American food 
products to be dumped into Canada 
free of duty whenever it suits the 
American food producer to ship into 
our market, we would build up in- 
terests which would make it next to 
impossible to shut them out again.

FEAR OF LIGHTNING.

it Ie Hardly Justified by the Number 
of Deaths It Causes. 

Why are so many people, brave un- 
der all other circumstances, so deathly 

afraid of thunder and lightuing? 

It is pot because lightning {s so dan- 
gerous, for it isn’t balf so dangerous 
as going out of the bouse on an icy 
morning, walking down the cellar 
stairs or a bundred other things we 
do every dny without a thought of 
personal harm. More people are killed 
each year by falling building material, 
more die from fright, than are killed 
by lightning. The census bureau shows 
only 169 people killed by lightning in 
this entire country during a giver 
year, and only thirty of these people 
were killed In the cities. Heat and 
the sun killed 763 during the same 
year, 203 died from cold and freezing 
and 4,395 were drowned. 

But you will find it quite a waste of 
time during u thunderstorm to try to 
ease the fears of a person who Is 
afraid by telling bim or-her that the 
chances of being killed by lightning 
are less than two in a million; they 
will remain just as frightened for al! 
this mortuary knowledge. And after 
the storm has passed and nerves are 
steadied the woman who was ‘80 
frightened a few minutes before will 
start getting supper on the gas stove. 
smiling through her tears that the 
danger has all passed and only !augh- 
ing if you venture the remark that 
twice as many people are killed by gas 
stoves as by lightning.—Country Life 
In America.

Grazing in Dominion 
Ferest Reserves 


New Departmental Regulations 
governing the grazing of cattle and 
horses in Dominion Forest Reserves 
were authorized on August 8th, 1913, 
and will be put into effect at the 
beginning of the coming grazing 
season. The Regulations provide for 
the issuance of yearly permits, which 
will be renewable if the regulations 
are duly observed. No leases will 
be granted for the grazing of live 
stock in Forest Reserves. The 
number of live stock authorized by 
any permit may be reduced not more 
than 20 percent. at the close of any 
grazing season, and not below a 
minimum number to be fixed by the 
Director of Forestry. No fencing 
will be authorized except the con- 
struction of drift fences. 

Information in regard to grazing 
may be secured from the Forest 
Supervisor at Pincher Creek, who 
will furnish copies of the detailed 
regulations and application forms. 
Applications should be sent to the 
Supervisor before March Ist, and 
must be on the proper form. 

In dealing with applications prefer- 
ence will be given to small owners 
residing on and owning property near 
the Forest Reserves, who are depen- 
dent on the Forest Reserve for range 
for their stock. 

Dues will be payable in advance, 
The exact rate of dues will be iixed 
by the Director of Forestry, but’ 
will lie between a minimum of five 
cents and a mfaximum of ten cents 
per head per month. 

Sheep grazing will be allowed only 
on such areas as may be specially 
designated for that purpose. The 
dues for sheep will be one-fourth of 
those charged for cattle.—54751.
